Many 
articles  have  been  written  about  the  effects  of  music  — 
mental,  emotional,  and  social.  Every  music  educator  is 
thankful  that  the  public  has  become  awakened  to  the 
need  for  a  sound  music  program  in  the  schools.  It  is  to- 
ward this  goal  that  we  have  been  striving  this  year. 

The  structure  of  any  undertaking  depends  upon  the 
foundation.  We  are  in  the  process  of  building  this  neces- 
sary groundwork,  here  in  South  Hampton,  and  all  classes 
have  shown  excellent  progress. 

Although  the  singing  of  songs  and  work  of  a  tech- 
nical nature  have  been  the  main  channels  in  which  we 
have  spent  ousr  time,  we  have  also  enjoyed  square  dancing 
and  listening  to  music  on  records. 

We  are  now  looking  forward  to  Spring,  and  will 
soon  begin  work  on  musical  programs.  At  Christmas  time 
the  classes  all  joined  together  for  a  song  fest  at  the  Town 
Hall,  and  everyone  had  a  fine  time. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  of  the 
teachers,  whose  cooperation  helped  so  much.

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Guidance  Director's  Report 


Tot  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Members  of  the  School 
Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

Again  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  an- 
nual report,  the  second,  as  Director  of  Guidance. 

The  program  is  moving  along  well  this  year  toward 
pur  objective  —  a  first  class  program  of  guidance  services 
for  all  our  pupils  from  grade  one  to  twelve.  The  Indi- 
vidual Inventory  for  each  pupil  in  the  eighth  grade  has 
been  set  up  and  the  guidance  battery  of  tests  have 
been  given.  On  the  basis  of  these  I  am  now  counseling 
each  pupil  on  their  choice  of  an  occupation  and  the  choice 
of  a  course  in  high  school  in  wlhich  they  will  begin  train- 
ing for  this  vocational  career. 

The  same  program  is  being  carried  on  for  the  upper 
grade  South  Hampton  pupils  at  Sanborn  Seminary.  In  ad- 
dition, bulletins  giving  information  about  the  various  ca- 
reers are  placed  on  the  bulletin  board  at  Sanborn  each 
week. 

Mis.  Currier  gave  the  tests  to  the  fourth  and  sixth 
grade  pupils.  These  are  the  Standardized  tests  which 
compare  the  progress  our  pupils  are  making  in  Reading, 
Arithmetic,  and  Language  with  other  fourth  grade  pupils 
in  the  United  States.  These  tests,  too,  point  out  the 
weaknesses  which  need  to  be  strengthened.  An  aptitude 
test  was  also  given  to  the  fourth  and  sixth  grade. 

We  are  now  working  on  the  Individual  Inventory  for 
each  pupil  starting  with  the  first  grade.  The  purpose 
of  the  inventory  is  to  keep  a  close  check  on  the  progress 
with  the  other  children,  if  he  is  not  showing  healthy  emo- 
tional and  moral  development.  If  a  pupil  is  not  doing  work 
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up  to  his  potentialities,  if  he  is  not  getting  along  well 
with  the  other  children,  if  he  is  not  showing  healthy  emo- 
tional growth,  it  is  in  the  early  grades  that  he  can  be 
best  and  most  easily  helped. 

We  are  planning  this  year  on  a  course  for  the 
teachers  in  Personality  development  and  the  use  of  our 
tests.  A  course  for  parents  in  Child  Training  will  be 
given  in   March. 

For  those  interested  adults,  the  Vocational  Guidance 
Battery  of  Tests  on  a  adult  level,  will  be  available  in  the 
spring,  along  with  an  individual  appraisal. 

I  feel  that  the  guidance  program  is  well  on  its  way 
toward  becoming  an  integral  part  of  our  educational 
system. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation 
to  you  all  for  your  help,  cooperation  and  understanding.

Health  Supervision 


To    the    Superintendent    and    Shcool    Board,    Citizens    of 
South  Hampton: 

,  ,  It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  you  these 
past  few  months  in  the  capacity  of  school  nurse-teacher. 
My  aim  is  to  continue  the  fine  quality  of  care  to  which 
you  are  accustomed,  and  to  fulfill  your  confidence  in  me. 

The  program  for  covering  the  health  needs  of  all 
school  children  is  a  full  one.  First  of  all,  the  first  aid 
requirements  of  the  school  are  checked  and  supplied. 
Fortunately,  there  is  seldom  a  major  accident  in  the 
schools,  but  even  from  minor  cuts  children  can  learn 
the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  prevention  of  infection. 
Every  mis'hap  can  be  turned  into  a  learning  experience 
which  may  prevent  recurrances. 

All  children  u'nd^rgo  a  health  appraisal  which 
includes  heights  and  weights,  observation  of  teeth,  tonsils,, 
skin,  hair,  scalp  and  posture. 

Yearly  eye  and  ear  tests  are  done  also.  Follow-up 
visits  to  the  parents  are  made  in  cases  where  further 
(jare  or  treatment  is  indicated. 

The  teaching  of  health  to  school  children  rather  than. 
being  done  on  a  classroom  basis,  is  carried  on  informally 
with  individuals  and  small  groups.  Opportunities  for 
this  type  of  teaching  are  almost  constant. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all 
school  personnel,  to  parents  and  to  local  groups  who  aid 
in  making  this  work  so  pleasant  and  rewarding.
